WHILE we are most strongly opposed to 
the barbarous, troublesome, and useless 
practice of chopping dollars, and are at 
‘the same time firmly convinced. that the 
dollar notes are a great convenience and 
benefit to the community, yet we are 
jnolined to think that the memorial 
which is now being sent round for signa 
ture ia at least in one respect a mistake, | 
A brief reference to the circumstanves 
that have given rise to the document will 


partly explain what we mean, About a 


month ago there appeared in the China 
Mail 9 memorial emanating from the 
Chinese community, and addressed to 
the foreign merchants in Hongkong, 
This memorial asked that the question of 
payment by weight be considered, and a. 
meeting called ‘to devise some settlement 
of this question, whereby both foreign 
and Chinese merchants’ would be: placed 
on the same footing.” In commenting 
upon this memorial shortly after its 
appearance we pointed out that sugges- 
tions of this kind coming from the Chinese 
community were always worth the atien- 
tive. consideration of foreign merchants, 
The courao of business here must be 
affected to a very considerable extent by 
the relations existing between natives 
and foreigners, and if any little difficulties 
arising between the ‘two can be smoothed 
over by a friendly exchange of views 
or arrangement, by all means let it be 
done, The only public answer, however, 
that. has: been vouchsafed: to the 
Chinese memorial has been the sending: 
round for signature'a petition to His 
Excellency in which the former document 
is described as the production “ of a few 
opium merchants ‘and others!” It is 
true that ‘a, few opium’ merchants and 
others” might be held to include the 
whole of the Chinese. merchants in the 
Colony, but, as we pointed out on Satur- 
day, the statement hordly does the 
framers of the Chinese memorial justice, 
and is certainly not a very compliment. 
ary or even friendly way of réplying to 
the modest and reasonable request 
of the native merchants. We venture 
to believe there are very few Chinese 
here ing on transactions with the 
mainland who either have not endorsed 
or would not endorse the memorial 
described as having come from “a few 
opium merchants and others ;" in fact’ 
we belisve there is a very strong feeling 
among the Chinese community on the, 
matter, © :

is in their, own hands, -ifthey ‘are

they must cease the detestable practice of 
chopping, and must. refuse: to accept 
chopped colng themselves, . If this be 
{mprecticable and -they are bound to ac- 
tept mutilated dollars, then they should:

A correspondent writing from Bangkok 
says:—“' You may remember the liquor 
licenses issued formerly from the American 
and Dutch Consulates, about which eo much. 
talk was made, and by which the Siamese 
Government was so grossly defrauded. In 
fact, the loss was 80 great from the number 
of Chineso and Siamese who opened shops 
fs nervants of American citizens and Dutch 
” subjects, that no one could be found to bid 
for the liquor farm, aud the Government 
were compelled to run it themselves. But 
the introduction of a now broom into the 
American Consulate has brushed away these 
among. other Consular cobwebs, and 
they only oxist now as things of the past. 
But the fate of the Corps of Americans, 
who lont their names to the ' committal of; 
theso frauds and who shared Partridge’s’ 
{ill-gotten gains Las been a0 sudden and-so 
~ gingular ‘that it would almost lead one to 
bolieve in a’ Nemesis, even in this world. 
Of the entire body, but one remain in the 
business, and bia establishment is his own 
and a bona fide one, “One is dying from 
delirium tremens; a second died in ‘the 
Consulate, where ho dragged himself, de- 
stitute, sick and starving ; a third is under

However, to prove that it is not only 
American and Dutch who commit those 
frauds, I sutjoin a copy of an extraordin- 
ary document now in existence at a floating 
house -near-the—-mouth of the Canal at 
Petrue.

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 
~ The following is the Memorial, to which 
we referred on Saturday :— 

Tho Memorial of the undersigned Ban- 
kers, Merchants, Professional Men, Traders, 
and other Citizens of Victoria in the Island 
of Hongkong. i 

Wherens aver since the’ founding of the 

Colony its currency has been a matter of 
serious inconvenience. One of tho chief 
causes has been. the prevailing habit of the 
Chinese to “chop” .or stamp the dollars 
passing through their hands. This has had 
its origin in the extensive issue of debased 
aud spurious coins in China, and the con- 
sequent anxiety to avoid recourse, it being 
ynderstood that no shop can be called upon, 
to exchange coin which it may have paid 
away, upon which the Hong “chop” or 
stamp is not clearly discernible. The usual 
practice adopted is to lay the coin upon the 
stone lintel of the door, or on the street 
paving stones, aud then to strike it with a 
rough die by aheavy hammer. One " chop” 
is thus sufficient to destroy the symmetry 
and beauty of the coin; and when some 
tens, scores, or hundreds of ‘ chops” have 
been added, the Tdentification of eithor 
“chops” or coins becomes simply impos- 
sible. They are reduced to shapeless. 
pieces of mutilated silver. Tho ideas 
| prevailing elsewhere in favour of a ready 
recognition of a familiar image sand super- 
scription are abandoned, aid the work of 
shroffage ‘or examination of money, for 
which.every one in other-countries con- 
siders himself qualified, has in this little 
Island to be relégated to a class of profes- 
sional shroffs, of whom there are hundreds 
in this place, and without two or threo of 
whom no staff of any commercial house is 
deemed to be complete. Serious lpss is 
thos entailed upon those engaged in 
business, whilst the great difficulty which 
ig constantly experienced in deciding upon 
the quality of coins lead to incessant feuds 
between Chinese compradores and shrofis, 
frequently bringing into collision thoir 
employers. also. 

Your Excellency is well aware that the 
best guarantee against forgery and spurious 
imitation, whether of Bank Notes or Coin, 
has been found in the popular familiarity 
based upon simplicity of design and ex- 
cellence in execution, together with the 
genuine “ring” 20 easily recognised. -This 
ig ‘rendered impossible by the existing 


time, the greatest. possible inducement is 
‘thus offered to fraudulent imitation, , 

* Those. of the- Signataries, Bankers, 
Morchants and others, who, on account of 
the larger volume of their transactions, are 
compelled to keep a compradore and a staff 
of shroffs and collectors, are, in some 
measure, able fo defend themselves, but a 
far larger number of Professional men, 
Traders,  Shopkeepers, and... Artisans, 
besides.a very considerable body of Naval, 
Military, and Civil Servants, are seriously 
incommoded by the defaced and mutilated 
currency which is tendered to them. 

Whereas it was the extreme dissatisfac- 
tion arising from the causes’ above 
enumerated which led to the establishment 
ofthe Hongkong Mint, fifteen years ago, 
which, but for some trifling errors in its 
organization and management, might have 
continued to the present day. - 

Your Memorialists are most unwilling to 
trouble Your Excellency, thus early in your 
administration, ufon a subject of such 
intricacy, but they cannot allow the Petition 
of certain Opium Merchants and others 
claiming that they represent the Chinose 
eommunity, to pass unnoticed, 

Your Memorialists believe that those men 
are tot entitled to exceptional consideration, 
and that great injustice would bo inflicted, 
especially upon Bankers, wet'o they cont- 
pelled to receive the “chopped” an 
defaced ctrrency, as et present tendered. 
Those by whom such coin in paid in to-day, 
will, to-morrow decline to receive. it 
back, demanding that the cheques they 
bring be paid in notes. Jt has some- 
times happened ‘that the Banks, owing 
to a too ready disposition to oblige 
the public; have found trea- 
stries encumbered with large quantities of 
these defaced and injured cdins, thbir only 
outlet for which has been by remittattve to 
tho Mints. in India for -ctnversion inty 
rupoes. Tho average. outturn, accordity 
to the aseay table of the Bombay: Mint, o: 
100 of these defaced coins is Rs, 225.106 as 
compared ‘ith Re, 226,261 the. outturn of 
clean dollars} bit s far more important 
item ~is the loss of interest, frequently 
ruling here at 1 per cent. per month, so 
that atthe present time defaced Foochow 
ctirrency is quoted at s ‘distount of 1} por 
‘pent:; ond muuch larger. discounts have 
been soizetimes required: 

Your Memorialists totld pray Your 
Excellency, should you dees any legisla- 
tion at the present time desirable, that it 
thay tond rather te raide than to lower the 
Uhatactir of our local surteney j atid: that 
flo laws may be’ puated fo enforce the 
acceptante’ of voins entitely unsuited td a 
civilised community: : ae

Your-Excellency’s attention to Ordinance 
No. 1 of 1864, whereby itis provided that 
tho dollar of Mexico, or other silver dollar 
of equivalent value, as might from time to 
time be authorised by the Governor, should 
tender of payment within 
the Island of Hongkong and its depen- 
dencies, [ofan 
. ‘Your Momorialists submit that the dollar 
of Mexico is thus constituted, within the 
Colony of Hongkong, the Queen’s current 
silver coin, to deface which by stamping 
thereon any names or words, whether such 
coin shall or shall not be thereby diminished 
or lightened, is in all othor portions of 
Her Majesty’s. dominious regarded as a 
high crime and misdemeanour. The 
Hongkong minted dollar has been preserved 
from ‘“ chopping" for the last four- 
teon years, and general desire ia felt 
thot the handsome American trade-dollar 
should be similarly guarded. : 

Rough as is the minting of many of the 
dollars of Mexico, their genuineness has 
never been doubted ; moreover the Chinese 
“chops” are not for one moment examined 
or regarded asgany guarantee of quality, 


-| the intention being to attach an illegible 


certificate, and thus to throw the respon- 
sibility upon the recipient of the money. 

Bad coing are frequently discovered fall 
of “chops,” but no one dreams of seeking 
redress by the attempt to find the owner of 
a stamp. Indeed the usual method of 
passing lightened pieces is so to “ chop,” 
bruise and battor them that it is impossible 
to discover the place where « hole has 
been punched through the coin, the circum- 
ference being beaten down -to fill the 
aperture, . 

It should be pointed out to Your Excel- 
lency that in Yokohams, Japan, Shanghai, 
Saigon, Manila, the Stgaits, Singapore, and 
Penang, a clean or uninjured dollar cur- 
‘rency is insisted on ; and your Memorialists 
would venture fo inquire upon whethor of 
two the logs, if any, consequent upon the 


{defacement of the currency should, in 


justice, fall,—upon the man who has 
defaced coins in his possession, having 
himeelf defaced them or having received 
them so defaced, or on the man who re- 
quires his cleau dollars to send, it may be, 
to Saigon for rice? ° : : 

It will bo manifest to. Your Excellency 
that clean dollars and “chopped” coin 
cannot both simultaneously form the 
circulating medium, and be both legal.pay- 


mont, but that one must be, as it has ever. 


been, at a. promium, or the other at a 
discount, 

Your Memorialists. would ask that the 
Government will either abstain from all 
legislation in the matter, leaving the dollars 
of overy kind to find their own level of 
value as heretofore, or else that in:any 
legislation the preference may bo given to 
that which is clean and undefaced, leaving 
those who deface the coin, or who receive 
it so defaced, to dispose of it as best they 
may, . 

Your Memorialists would point out that 
this difficulty arises regularly at this séason 
of the year in reference to the Foochow 
currency, the most mutilated of any, con- 
sisting mainly of Ferdinand dollars, which 
in the course of two months will find their 
way out of the Colony. 

Your Memorielists believe that, owing to 
the increased expedition now required in 
the transaetion of business, and the great 
convenience which has been found in the 
use of.the one dollar notes issued by the 
Hongkong & Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion, an increased disinclination is felt to 
accept the troublesome, unwieldy and 
tedious “chopped” and defaced currency: 
hence the efforé which is now mado by a 
section of the community to force it off. 

Your Memorialists believe that, under the 
existing -laws, by which the Mexican, - or. 
othe dollar of equal value, is made the 
medium of ‘egal payment within theColony, 
a clean undefaced coin ig intended ; because 
by “chopping” and defacement its value 
is materially diminished, and hence that it 
is not contemplated that. its acceptance in 
such state should be enforced> 

Your Momorialists believe that there is 
no scarcity of currency such as is reprosent- 
ed, and moreover that the present action of 
the Banks in accepting at. a-diecount only, 
the “chopped” Foochow currency is well 
calculated to exéroise 4 moat’ wholesome 
influence upon the Chinese ; and is likely 
to very much discourage the placing of the 
first ‘‘chop” upon the new olean dollars 
which arrive here svery week from England 
and Am>rica. ; : 

It is with unmingled concern and regret 
that Your Memorialists have contemplated 
the threatened withdrawal of '.the most 
useful one dollar notes from circulation, the 
wisdom of which action on -the part of the 
Home Government Your Memorialists are 
éntirely unable to comprehend ; and they 
believe that Your Exoellenuy will in no way 
aid in that which they can only regard as 
rottogressive legislation, if it tends to the 
encouragement of the defacement of the

Your Memorialista reqttest that Your

The Consul General for the Notherlands 
has recelyed from. Acheen information, 
which he has kindly placed at our disposal, 
that, on 26th April, the Dutch troops 
attacked Lohong. The enemy reslated but 
were defeated with heavy loss. . Seven 
stockades ware taken by the Dutoh, The 
enemy then hoisted ‘a white flag, and all 
the Chiefs, with the exception of Tunku 
Nya Oetoe, went on board the Dutch man- 
of-war, Bromo, tendered, their submission, 
and promised to deliver up the plunderera 
of the Chinese vessel, the seizure of whom 
was the priuoipal reason of the expedition. 
The state of health.at Acheen ia reported 
fair and the weather ia hot and dry. The 
immigration of froe Chinese is increasing.

ANOTHER FIRE AT SINGAPORE, 


Singapore, it is to be. feared, will, ere 
Jong, gain rather an unenviable notoriety in 
‘regard to fires. Another large one took place 
during the course of last night (May 2nd), 
making, with Blakang Mati fire, the fourth 
that has ocourred and alarmed the town in 
one short month, About a quarter to two 
o'clock a.m. town and country were startled 
from repose by tho fire-signal from Fort 
Canning,—two guns in rapid succession, and 
ared light on the western upper yard arm 
signified that it was in town, while the 
particular quarter of the town could be but 
too” plainly seen from’ the lighted sky. It 
proved to be in the: promises abutting on 
Cavenagh Bridge and ocoupied in Flint 
Street by Messrs, Jaimie & Co., shipchandlers, 
on the ground-floor, with Mr Hmmorson’s 
Tiffin and Billiard rooms above. Whe alarm 
appears to have been given about half-past 
one o’clook or thereabouts, and, before the 
arrival of the Fire Engines, attempts were 
make to entor Messrs. Jaimie  Co’s go- 
down in order to‘ save some of the property, 
books, &. of the firm, but every euch 
attempt both from Flint Street and Cavenagh 
Bridge Road was repelled by thick volumes 
of suffocating, black smoke which came 
pouring out of the doors and windows, 
‘From this, the natural and” necessary in- 
ference iy that the fire must have been 
smouldering for hours before, and in all 
likelihood from the time the godown was 


shut, and the great matter for wonder and | 


inquiry is how it was not observed earlier 
and the alarm given sooner, It was plain 
that it had originated at the back of Messrs, 
Jaimie & Co's premises, near the centre of 
the block of buildings between Flint Street.

spread. from below upwards, and from the | . 


centre of: the godown towards the river. 
Its origin is of course entirely unknown and 
unconjectured, ‘Captain Walsho, Inspector 
Goneral of Police, Superintendent Maxwell, 
Inspectors Ord, Richards &o. were soon on 
the ground with their men, along_witl 
detachment of artillery and a company of 
H. M. 74th Highlanders from Fort Canning 
under Major Eden, R.A., with Lieutenants 
Hay and Adams; Captain Jonos, of H. M. 
8. Growler, the only British man-ot-war in 
harbour, also landed a party of his blue 
jackets with their engine, who did good 
service, Captain Ellis also, the Master 
Attendant, was among the first present, and 
actively‘ superintended the working of the 
fire Engines, along with Mr Carrington, 
Municipal Engineer. By two o’clock, the 
two Municipal steam T'ire Engines, in charge 
of Mr Cazalas, had arrived and wore hard at 
work, the one stationed at Cavenagh Bridge 
and the other at Johnston’s Pier, and about 
the eame time the Insurance Companies’ hand 
engine was set to work at the river steps 
in Flint Street, But, by that time, the 
fire had gained such’ a mastery over the 
conbustible materials of a shipobandler’s 
store inside the building that it was im- 
ossible-to save anything, even out-of 

mmerson’s rooms on the first floor. For- 
tunately there was little or no wind, 
and, fortunately also, the night was clear 
calm moonlight. There was further an 
abundant supply of water close at band 
Another favourable circumstance was that 
the block of buildings was divided into two 
halves by a substantial brick wall, which 
eided very materially the Fire Engines in 
preventing the flames from spreading from 
the half next the river to the half next 
Battery Road. Jt was feared at first that 
the whele block would go, in which case 
Mesers. McAlister & Co's. store would 
have beenin imminent danger, but it-was 
soon seen that the Municipal fire pngines, 
whith really worked admirably, could 
master the 1. Nevertheless, as a: matter 
of prevaution, the contents of the ‘godowns 
in the block untowched nearest the fire, 
which wet's ocoupled, one as a shop, and thé 
‘other by the E.and A, Co, for stores, with 
Diessre, Bryce and Ellis the Ship Brokers’ 
Office upstairs, wore rapidly cleared of their 
contents ine somewhat summary manner. 
Clove attention was also paid to the roofs of 
Messrs, McAlister’ & Co, and Messrs. 
Hinnekindt’s. godosyne on the opposite side’ 
of Flint Street. “By three o’clock, the whole 
of Messrs, Jaimie & Co's. premises and Mr, 
Emmerson's-rooms were nearly gutted, and
